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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of the species of figs. 7-12 in the reply filed on February 25, 
2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 3-7 and 9-13 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 25, 
2005. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Throughout 
the Abstract, the term "means" should not be used. In the last line of the Abstract, "sad" 
is objected to, and it is also noted that the term "said" should also not be used in the 
Abstract. On page 2, line 22, "sad" is objected to. In the last line of page 5, "sad" is 
objected to. The sentences on page 13, lines 19-21 are grammatically incorrect, with 
respect to the period in liner 20. On page 14, line 8, "extend" should read -extent-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 15, line 8, 
there is no antecedent basis for "said block" ("block" should be replaced with -body-). 
On page 15, line 17, "sad" should read -said-. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wise (560). 
Wise teaches a lock body 1 , first chamber which slidably receives the frame 4, a second 
chamber 13, a shackle 4a having a longer end with a stop at its free end received in the 
sliding space 5 of the frame 4, a shorter arm received in a receptacle 3, a private 
locking means 16a in the first chamber, a general locking means 16c in the second 
chamber 13, a first opening on top of the frame to receive the free end and stop of the 
longer leg, and a mechanism 1 1 to control movement of the frame. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cheng (830). 

Cheng teaches a lock body 2, a first chamber which slidably receives the frame 4, a 
second chamber which rotatably receives the key-operated general locking means 8, a 
receptacle 14 to receive the shorter arm 14, a stop and free end below the groove 1 1 of

the longer leg, a private locking means including the frame 4, a sliding space 43, a first 
opening on top of the frame leading to the sliding space 43, a mechanism 5 for 
controlling movements of the frame, wherein the frame 4 moves between the 
mechanism 5 and the hole at the top of the lock body which receives the longer leg of 
the shackle. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yang 

(761). 

Yang teaches a general key-operated locking means 3 mounted in a second chamber 
32, a private combination locking means 41a mounted in a first chamber 13 of the 
locking body 1 , a receptacle 1 1 , a hole 1 5 leading to the fist chamber 1 3, a longer leg of 
the shackle having a stop 231 , 232 at the free end 23 of the shackle, a frame 24 having 
a hole at its top leading to a sliding space 241 , and a mechanism 41a for controlling 
movements of the frame, and the general key-operated locking means 3 also controlling 
movements of the frame through the hook 343. 

Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
